Tin* townspeople re- 
fused to accept this offer- The sick and 
wounded and a few inhabitants wore 
moved yesterday at the outposts. 

'• Friday's bombardment was heavy. 
Shells fell in tile hospital, and one hurst 
in a hotel during luncheon-. No one wan 
injured. Hie only casualty in town 
from shells thus far is a KnlUr killed. 

" Then- was a smart action on Friday 
towards Dewdorp, Troops tinder (Jen. 
Broeklehurst drove the Boers hack a 
considerable distance and disabled a gun. 
There was also lighting near Bulwnnn. 
Our loss altogether was eight killed and 
about twenty wounded. 

" Ninety-eight of the Dundee wounded 
arrive hero. All are doing well. 

" The position here is now believed to 
be entirely safe. It has been greatly 
strengthened during the hist twenty- four 
hours. People have deserted their 
dwellings and are living in bomb-proof 
places, safe from shell-tiring. There are 
plenty of good stores of all kinds.

said Lord Borosford, " that in view of 
such a contingency the government is 
not even now sending out sulllcienl 
troops. As to the possibility of foreign 
interference. I consider that the great 
naval, military and financial resources 
of the 10 m pi re are calculated to ward off 
any undue European dictation." 

Berlin, Nov. 7.— Commenting upon a 
rumor from Amsterdam thai Or. I,cyds, 
ihe diplomatic representative of the 
Transvaal in ICurope, had declared thai 
tin- intervention of France, Russia and 
(■ernuiuy in the Transvaal was now as- 
sured, the Kolnische Zeitung isnys: "We 
do not know what Or. Leyds may have 
said, hut the matter of his supposed 
statement is false in every respect. 
Neither France nor Russia has shown 
the slightest Inclination, either with or 
without Germany, to set the South 
African question on the orders of the 
iluy." 

London, Nov. 7. —Tin French press 
lias been cheerfully announcing tile issue 
ol' Idlers of marque by the Transvaal 
government, and predicts the havoc 
which privateers may work umong Brit- 
ish merchantmen, anil even transports, 
In this Paris journalism linds in part 
explanation for the mobilization of the 
British special service squadron; Berlin 
journalism treats the suggestion of 
privateering with skepticism. 



By Associated Press. 
London. Nov. 7. To-night's welcome despatches from the front have rent tin- 
veil of gloom enveloping Ladysmith, and show that the British garrison litis been 
not merely standing on the dogged defensive, but executing a series of brilliant 
sorties. 

Accounts from different sources agree that the olllcial- description of Thurs- 
day's engagement as " an effective shelling of the Boers' laager " was unduly 
modest. It appears that Gen. White sent a strong force of cavalry and in- 
fantry to attack the Boers at Tatham's Farm, about ten miles to the northwest, 
near Bester's, and apparently achieved a surprise, the Boers being caught in the 
open veldt and cut to pieces and Hieir amp captured. 

Encouraged by ibis success. (Jen. White decided to risk an even more im- 
portant engagement on tin* following day, which was justified by success. 

L idysuiith had been isolated and a Boer force had intercepted the railway 
between Ladysmith and Colenso. This force on Friday had descended upon 
Colenso, and as shown by the despatches from Estcourt, had compelled :t hurried 
abandonment of Colenso and a retirement of the British to Estcourt. Gen. 
White hud ascertained that the Boers were attacking Coltmso, but he was. not 
aware of the British retirement. He dote: mined, therefore, to attack the Boers 
in the rear, thus hoping to achieve the double object-of drawing off an attack 
upon the garrison of Colenso nn<rp<issibly of re-opening communication south- 
ward. 

The Boers had advanced southward until they had occupied the hills north of 
Tugela river and dominating Colenso on the other side of the stream. The hills 
siope to a plain thar reaches to the banks of Ihe 'Tugela- 

(Jen. White's division caught the Boers in the rear, and after they had been 
shelled the British infantry stormed the position. Meanwhile the British cav- 
alry swept round the hills, and as the retreating enemy descended into the plains, 
with British bayonets behind them and the river in front, they were charged by 
the cavalry and seem to have perished almost to a man. The British then re- 
turned to Ladysmith without coming into touch with the Colenso garrison which 
had retired to E-stcourt. 

Sunday's despatch from Esteoiut, however, showed that an armored train 
had been sent back to Colenso to repair the line, and the next news may possibly 
be Ihe restoration of communication with Ladysmith. 

While the British troops are thus engaged in successful endeavors to wipe out 
the Nicholson's Nek disaster, the situation inside Ladysmith, as shown by official 
reports, is satisfactory, with a hope that (Jen. White may yet completely retrieve 
his reputation, and his force may emerge triumphant from the ordeal through 
which it is now passing. 

The Boers Driven With Great Sluughter. 

Estcourt, Natal, Sunday Evening. Nov. 5.— It is now possible to furnish offi- 
cial details of Friday's lighting around Ladysmith. 

Tin* Boer artillery lire was accurate and well sustained, but ineffective. The 
British cavalry was constantly out. the investment not lieing close enough to pre- 
vent this. Cavalry and artillery under Col. Broeklehurst about noon drove the 
enemy from all their positions and with great slaughter. 

This attack was directed against a reputed move of the enemy toward 
Pietermaril/.burg. Our artillery shelled three of the enemy's guns into silence. 
Tin- British casualties were slight. 

The Boers are now shelling tin- town. Their artillery is handled well, bin 
is doing little damage- 

The Boers profited by a Hag of truce ,.u Thursday to send n Transvaal artil- 
lery officer disguished as an ambulance driver witli the wounded to observe Hie 
action of tie- Boer artillery lire. 

The Plain Strewn With Slain Cocrs. 

Escomt, Natal. Nov. o (Sunday). -A reliable native has brought confirmation 
of the reports of Friday's fighting smith of Ladysmith. A reconnoissance in 
force was made by a British division for the relief of Colenso garrison which 
had bi^n attacked by the Boors. The British infantry charged the Boers who 
were strongly entrenched on Globle Esltloof hill ami drove them down on the 
plain toward the Tugela river, when the British cavalry executing a line Hank 
movement, charged the Boers, almost annihilating them. The plain was strewn 
with slain Boers. 

Rcpnlrlnq the Railway to Ladysmith 

An armored train left for Colenso with a company of Dublin Fusiliers and 

a railr I engine carrying a staff to repair the track. This is supposed to have 

occurred on Saturday as no tiring was heard. 

Boer Treuchcry Meets Terrible Punishment.

Ladysmith -ays the Boers were ■•might on the open ground and raised several 
white Hags. The British then advanced, without tiring to accept the surreiide.r of 
the Boers, but were n ived with a volley at close range.

ROBBERY BY BOERS. 

Foreigners in Johannesburg Had Their 
Property Taken Away Without 
Ceremony. 

New York, Nov. 7.— Gustav Sohlacht 
arrived in this city yesterday on the 
steamer St. Paul, having come through 
from Johannesburg, South Africa. Mr. 
Schlucht was the publisher of a paper in 
Johannesburg, called The African Jew- 
ish (Jazetle. In describing the situation 
prior to bis departure he said: 

"I never saw such a mixed-up and law- 
less place as Johannesburg when I left 
there. Before this war the city had an 
Outlander population of about sixry 
thousand, of which the greater part was 
English, with Germans next, while I 
doubt if there were over one hundred 
Boers in the place. Of course the city 
government and police wen. in the han*» 
of the Boers, but few Boers cared to live 
there because the city contained so many 
Out landers, whom they hate. The week 
before 1 left Johannesburg, 30,000 for- 
eign residents left the city, and 1 un- 
derstand thai 80,000 made their exodus 
during the week immediately following 
my departure. They made straight for 
Cape Colony and the trains were jammed 
to suffocation. In one small car 1 saw 
lifty men and women. All were forced 
to travel ill cattle cars. [ 
"Meanwhile, a veritable reign of terror 
prevailed in Johannesburg. The Boer 
soldiers, who were stationed there in 
force, simply laid their hands on every- 
thing that was valuable and carried it | 
off without ceremony. No foreigner** 
property was safe. Flour, oats, potatoes 
and nil sorts of provisions were seized, 
and horses they made especial prey of' ] 
for use in the army. One foreigner was 
held up while driving in the street, his 
is taken out of the shafts and 
led away and he was jeeringly informed 
that :1c walking was good. The Boers 
took everything without mercy and it is 
11 pretty state of affairs that we foreign- 
ers will find if we ever get bar]; there. 
1 lefl my partner in charge of my print- 
ing office, but I never expect to see it 
again. 

•'I do not think the Boers can accurate- 
ly be called a civilized nation. They still 
have savage traits and they are uniformly 
testly and quick-tempered."

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DECEIVED BY HOLLANDERS. 

How the Official Ring at Pretoria Work 
the Itoer Peasants. 

The London Times publishes tin 
lowing letter: Will you permit one of 
President Kruger'a lute staff of otllcials 
at Pretoria (now that war has actually 
heen declared) to relate from personal 
observations how I believe In reality all 
our troubles in the Transvaal have 
arisen? , „ ,. , 

I believe that I am the only English- 
man that was ever in charge of one of 
the Boer government departments, ap- 
pointed to such by President Kruger, 
and naturally, so Ions as the two coun- 
tries were not actually antagonistic, I 
felt a little delicate in speaking out. 

.Seven years' continuous residence J 
the Transvaal, mostly in Johannesbur 
and Pretoria, during two of which 1 
occupied the position of chief government 
inspector of mines, receiving a salary of 
£1,200 a year, may be sufficient excuse 
for an expression of opinion us to the 
cause which 1 believe to be at the root 
of the present unfortunate position of 
affairs- 

Probably few people in England real- 
ize that, 'although the " Boer " popula- 
tion amounts to some 150,000, which is, 
I believe, numerically about equal to 
the " Uitlander," a mere handful of men 
- certainly not more than 5 per cent, of 
the whole "Boer" population— consist 
of newly imported Hollanders, such as 
l)r l/odys. who, because they speak 
Dutch and are fairly well educated, 
have been put into and now fill nearly 
all the government offices, high and low, 
at Pretoria, 

I want to make this distinction as to 
the interpretation of what a "Hollander" 
is as opposed to the " Boer " farmer 
element, and the "Afrikander" who is 
colonial born and descended fgom tilt" 
Dutch, as the conspiracy its among these 
•• Hollanders." who in order to keep in 
..lllce keep out the " Afrikander." whilst 
working in with a few intelligent and 
cunning " Boers," such as President 
Kruger, with n salary of £7, lion a year ! 

Of late years a few '•Afrikanders" 
have also been admitted into this 
charmed circle of government conspirat- 
ors, because had they been left out they 
would have made it too hot for the rest, 
such as Mr. Esselen. Our present dis- 
agreement is. therefore, not with ill 
poor unsophisticated "Boer" farmer, 
but with the intelligent " Hollander 
official monkey, who uses him as a cuts- 
paw to take the chestnuts, in the shape 
.if magnificent salaries and picking 
from dynamite .and other concessions 
.nit of the "Uitlander" fire. 

An enormous sum of money, accounted 
for to the poor " Boer " under the head 
nf " Secret Service Fund," vanish 
nually out of the Transvaal treasury, 
being' paid out largely for subsidizing th 
press— not only that which circulates 
amongst the Dutch-speaking races all 
ever South Africa, hut that of other 
nationalities, whose sentiments, it 
thought, may be usefully worked up 
against the grasping Britishers, such as 
Germany or the United States. The 
' fund is also employed in sending cun- 
ning agents amongst the Boer farmers, 
who "just drop in for a chat," to poison 
their minds against the hated Britisher 
and make the poor fellow believe that if 
he had not his rifle ready he might soon 
find himself kicked out of his homestead 
and left with a starving family, • his 
more intelligent "Uitlander" brother 
not only having seized the gold mines, 
but now also preparing to seize every- 
thing else, if once enfranchised. 

President Kruger, who can make these 
poor Boer farmers do almost anything 
he desires, and can. indeed, by threaten- 
ing to resign, also get his whole parlia- 
ment to follow him, always keeps up 
this feeling of bitter hostility against the 
•• Uitlander." especially when he 
harangues them whilst stumping the 
country on his annual presidential tours. 
On several occasions 1 have stood in the 
crowd amongst the Boer farmers and 
heard how they intended to go for the 
"Old Man." but on the president's ar- 
riving their wrath soon vanished into 
thm air. being pacified by a present of 
a handful of tobacco find kind enquiries 
as tn family and farm. 

This handful of " Hollanders " thus 
virtually controls tin whole expenditure 
of the stale, amounting in 1897 to over 
lour millions sterling, and so legislates 
i hat neither the people nor indeed the 
high courts of justice shall in any way 
interfere. Nobody more clearly realizes 
than they do that just as soon as any 
intelligent set of another nation, such 
as the present " Uitlniiders," gets into 
this charmed circle, their gang of na- 
tional bloodsuckers, who live on high 
salaries, amounting in i807 to nearly a 
whole quarter of the expenditure of the 
country, corruption and the commission, 
etc., on monopolies granted by the gov- 
ernment to the detriment ol the mining 
industry, will quickly have to go. * 

Unlike the English, the " Hollander," 
after becoming naturalized, which be 
must be in order to hold a government 
appointment, can never regain his posi- 
tion as a "Hollander" on returning to 
his native land. His position in the 
country is therefore desperate, unless bo 
upholds the Boer government. Under

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.SOME AUSTRALIAN RIVERS. 
Although Australia, considering its im- 
mense area, possesses a limited river sys- 
tem compared with w hat is found in most 
other countries, a result, to some ex- 
tent, of the absence of mountain ranges 
in the interior, it is well provided with 
coastal streams, many navigable for 
several miles— in one instance that of the 
Murray and its contributaries, lor sev- 
eral hundred miles- each possessing char- 
acteristics more or '.ess picturesque. The 
Murray, which forms tie- boundary line 
between New South Wales and Victoria 
is sometimes designate 1 the Australian 
Mississippi. It has its rise in the Aus- 
tralia;! Alps, and I'm- several miles Hows 
through rugged, and. in places, almost 
inaccessible country, afterwards becom- 
ing a noble stream, which, after a wind- 
ing course of many hundred miles, and 
receiving the waters of several of the 
largest rivers in Australia, discharges it- 
self into Lake Alexandrian, in South 
Australia, and thence into the ocean.

It forms one of 
Spots" of the colony, and 
(Hicnted by tourists and ho 
From a comu.ereial point 
rivers on the northern n 
South Wales are by far the most import- 
ant. The Hunter, over 200 miles in 
length, has a basin twice as large as 
that, of the Thames, and in its lower 
course drains the largest ami most import- 
ant coal-field of Australia, whose em- 
porium is Newcastle, the second city of 
the colony in shipping and commerce. It 
is navigable for about ,'i I miles from its 
mouth. Other leading northern rivers are 
the Manning, Hastings. Macleay. Clar- 
ence, Richmond, and Tweed, each of 
which is fed by numerous subsidiary 
streams, and passes through rich agri- 
cultural country, that of the Clarence 
being amongst the most fertile in Austra- 
lia. It is a noble river, the largest on 
the New South Wales coast, anil is 
about 12-1(1 miles in length, and navigable 
for nearly 70 miles. Ocean-going steam- 
ers of large tonnage ascend the river 
as far as Grafton. 42 miles from the 
sea. The climate of the northern river 
districts resembles that of Southern Eu- 
rope, ami among the agricultural crops 
mnize and sugar occupy a leading place. 
On the upper port ions of the streams the 
country is generally rugged and pictur- 
esque, but little frequented, save by local 
residents, its scenic beauty being still 
imperfectly known to the colonists.

Yesterday's news from Niitul 
very encouraging: Both Thursday and 
Friday witnessed hot lighting with con- 
spicuous British success. The .sen tent 
in the official report to the effect that 
Lady smith is now regarded as safi 
the beat possible testimony to the good 
work done. It is time that the official 
despatch does not fully hear out the un 
official tidings; but this is not the first 
time such u thing has occurred. For 
example, Inst Friday we heard of fierce 
lighting and a briklitint vietory for our 
arms. Much as we all wished to be- 
lieve the report, the absence of official 
corroboration made every one hesitate to 
believe it at first and finally conclude 
that it was an invention. We know now 
that it was correct. In like manner we 
received two days in advance of official 
news the story of the capture of the 
Fusiliers and Gloucesters. The first ac- 
count of the latter was greatly exagger- 
ated, but tin? affair was sufficiently seri- 
ous. So it may be that the story that 
came forward yesterday of a great Brit- 
ish victory, with the capture of 2,(111(1 
Boers, may lie founded in fact and may 
i. 'late to something subsequent to Fri- 
day's fighting. We mention these mat- 
tens only in order that Colonist readers 
may be the better able to form their 
conclusions from the fragmentary de- 
spatches received. We are certainly mil 
being told everything thai is going on in 
South Africa. 

It. is pleasant In read of our fellows 
carrying a Boer position at the point of 
the bayonet. Nothing fires the British 
heart like that sort nf Ihiug. Standing 
off and shooting at each other at long 
range may do for other nations, bin we 
Britishers like to see our men "up am) 
at "em." ami to their ever-lusting honor 
be it said thai they never miss the oppor- 
tunity. When the theorists said thai 
Ihe days of the bayonet and lighting at 
dose quarters were over they did not 

'■ it on Tommy Atkins and his kilteil 

brother from the North. The British 
infantry soldier dearly loves to be in the 
very heart of a scrimmage. lie is built 
•till c.r stuff that will stand it, and when 
lie starts for the enemy the latter gener- 
ally finds it good policy to put a«s much 
distance between himself ami Tommy as 
nature will permit. Bayonel charges 
are something that the Boers diil net 
eoilnl on. 

The introduction to last night's de- 
spatches was disgusting. British con- 
tempt of the "burghers," they said, " has 
lH>eii chastened by defeat " When did 
■the defeats occur? They did not happen 
at Mafelting, nor at, Kimberley, nor at 
Clcncoe, nor at ICIm ndsluugt e, nor at 
Hester's Hill. Moreover, the British 

hav ver expressed contempl fur the 

Boers. They have on Hie contrary given 
' in-iii quite its much credii ifor fighting 
Ulinl i ties as they deserve. The fuel is 
ilia I the Associated Press despatch cor- 
respondent Ls doing n little invention, 
lie is lllso behind the times with his sur- 
mises. Yesterday morning the Colonist 
suggested editorially that possibly frcn, 
Jotibert had drawn off some of his 
troops in order to make a demonstration 
in (some other quarter, and Pictermnrlts- 
iburg was spoken of as his possible objec- 
tive point. Last evening the same thing 
C'nmc to Ihe Times in the form of a Lon- 
don despatch. Wo mention this nol to 
cast, discredit upon our contemporary's 
telegrams, which are what they purport 
to be, but simply to show Colonisl read- 
ers that much of wdiat is scnl oat as 
news is only what tiny person, whose 
duty it is to keep, track of what is going 
on, would naturally surmise. To make 
Hie point clearer, we IJUOte from the 
Colonist editorial of yesterday: 

" It is possible that Gctl. .louherl has 



despatched a portion of his command 
through Zuluhind with the object of 
occupying Pioteriuaritzburg." 

The Associated Press despatch to the 
Times last night said: 

"But tlie mere fact that Gen. White 
is enabled to undertake n series of suc- 
cessful reconnaissances is taken as indi- 
cating that the grip of the Boer invest- 
ment has been relaxed by flic with- 
drawal of a portion of (Jen. Joubert'a 
forces southward." 

We repeat that we mention this only 
to indicate the value -of some nf the 
alleged news and to show that it is only 
an expression of opinion.

A'DVBRTISING VICTORIA. 

A public meeting is ti> be held short! 
at the request of the advertising com 
mil tee of the board of trade, for the pur 
pose of discussing the ways and mean, 
of advertising this city. The subject i 
of very considerable importance, and if 
good judgment is exercised excellent r 
suits may be looked ifor. In the interval 
before the meeting it would he well for 
those win. take an interest in such mat- 
ters to give the subject some thought, so 
that the result of the discussion may hi 
tin' evolution of some well-consul 
plan. One cause why many public 
meetings in this city fail to accomplish 
much is that everything is left to the spur 
Of the moment, Which leads to hasty 
elusions being reached. 

It is very easy to say that Victoria 
ought to he advertised, hut wbei 
come tn talk about how it should be and 
what jMiints ought to he given promi 
nenee, there wild always he found not 
only a wide difference of opinion, but 
many, perhaps the majority, will uuv 
only the most general ideas on the sul 
jolt. Then- are those who will scout th 
idea of doing any advertising, They will

Another large element is front the 
Mother Country. The Eastern Cn nu- 
dism element is growing steadily stronger 
but it has not ihe relative prominence 
here that it has elsewhere. Take Vnn- 
i oin-er. fur example. There is somebody 
in Rastern Canada who is interested 
in one way or another in practically the 
whole population. Consequently any- 
thing affecting Vancouver Muds hundreds 
of readers in ih,- Eastern Provinces 
where anything affecting Victoria might' 
nut Blld a score. Victoria and its con- 
cerns do n, .1 excite the same degree of 
interest because so many Eastern Can- 
adians are not personally interested in 
those wdio iiiuke up the population of Vie- 
torln. Doubtless if we should apply the 
sume test to the relative standing of the 
two eilies in Croat Britain we would find 

c liiinus quite reversed; but on the 

uthei bund the British interest in Vic- 
toria is associated more with social and 
family considerations than with business 
matters, 

Then we have the very important fuel 
that Vancouver. Seattle and Tacoinii are 
invariably associated with greai trans- 
continental railway systems. V ictoria is 
usually though! of us n place thai is off 
Hi ain line nf travel. Tills will nut 



read pleasantly, but gradually we are 
getting down to a business basis in this 
city and a newspaper cau afford to tell 
the people just what the facts are. There 
is no use in treating a patient until you 
know something of the nature of his dis- 
ease, and there is no sense in disguising 
what every one who keeps in touch with 
what is going on in the world recognizes 
as true, namely, that Victoria, while one 
of tlie most delightful places on the 
whole Western Continent is generally 
regarded as being just a little 
out of the way. We wdio live here know 
that this is not the case, and one of the 
things that wo ought to make people 
everywhere understand is that it is not 
the cose. 

Very little is known abroad of Van- 
couver Island, and there is nut much 
cause for surprise on this score, for most 
of us know very little about it ourselves. 
It is not necessary to go outside of th 
city limits to find a plentiful ignoriinc 
on this subject. To many people Vic- 
toria is n place with no '"Unison d'etre" 
except that it happened to he located 
here. They know nothing of the vast 
wealth of Vancouver Island, nothing of 
the advantages of tlie city's situation in 
respect to Coast commerce, nothing of 
the adaptation of Victoria to become a 
headquarters for mining and trade. 
There are null tors that ought to he plac- 
ed before the public in other parts of the 
world. 

Perhaps tin- most immediate results 
would be fil! from the proper advertis- 
ing of the city in the Northern gold- 
fields. Ill this respect the people of this 
city have been extremely backward. II 
is a fact that tin business men of Vic- 
toria are not as a rule coed advertisers. 
Many of them hud; upon an advertise- 
ment as something they are doing in 
order to support a newspaper. Some- 
times you will hear a business man say 
that he will not advertise in such and 
such a paper because he 
politics.

BOASTINGS OF THE IIOEUS. 

Armed to the Teeth and Knowing the 
Country Thought They Could 
Destroy British Power. 

From the New Vork Journal. 

Pretoria, Sept. 35.— "Ex Afrlcu semper 
allquld novl" (From Africa always some- 
thing new), 

1 believe that outside of Houth Africa 
there ure but few men who have any con- 
ception cf the great surprises which are 
In store from an eventful war between the 
Itoer republics and (ireat Britain. 

It must be remembered that the European 
and American press obtain their re- 
ports from this part of the world almost 
exclusively from British sources. 

Most Englishmen also have evidently no 
understanding of what u war against the 
Boers signifies. The few who are aware 
of the danger which threatens the Brit- 
ish arms dare not warn publicly against It, 
er their voices are drowued by the heralds 
of the war part y. 

Thin accounts for the beseeching tone 
which those outside of South Afrlcu have 
taken, or will take the side of the Boers, 
assume toward the British government. 

Not only those who think that the 
liners deserve a cast lgatton, but those 
who regard an armed conflict between 
England and the South African Republic 
unjustifiable appear not to doubt for a 
moment that the Transvaal and the Or- 
ange Free State will be defeated In the 
end. 

liven the warmest friends of the Boers 
dare not believe that the brawny peasant 
soldiers will, as In 1881, leave the battle- 
field us victors. 

This is nil n mistake. This accord of 
pitying sympathy is entirely superfluous In 
the coming martial symphony which will 
soon resound over South Africa. The op- 
pesiug nations are nut only well matched, 
but the Africans have the longer end of 
the stick. 

They are armed to the teeth. They 
know every Inch of the territory. They 
Oght for their Independence. They have 
on their side the moral prestige which is 
far more decisive in the outcome of a 
battle than tin.' command of u skilful gen- 
eral. 

While I am writing these lines nil the 
people of the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, young and old, and even 
women, are ready to rush to the borders to 
attack the British forces. The Boers are 
also fully convinced that God will give 
them the victory because their cause Is 
better than Great Britain's. 

We bavc the best guns here-, the Mauser 
rifles, which are excellent for nearly all 
purposes. 

The Transvaal artillery, also. Is from the 
factories of Creusot, In France, and 
Frapp, In Germany. 

The telegraphic material is the best that 
can be had. 

Finally, the Boer Is the best soldier in the 
world. 

Like every good soldier, the Itoer does 
not clamor for war, for he knows that 
he risks his own life. President Kroger 
risks the lives of seven of his sons and 
fifty of his grandsons whenever his country 
gees to war. Every member of parliament, 
every high oftleial, goes to battle with his 
sons and brothers, and risks life and healtn 
during the campaign. 

Not a man stays at home, even the edi- 
tors of the Boer papers join the forces and 
write their editorial leaders with gun In 
band. For this reason the government of 



Tretoria has consented to the utmost again I 
und again to the thoroughly unreasonable 
demnnds of Mr. Chamberlain. 

I know that this apparent weakness has 
given the impression outside of South Af- 
rica that the Boers are tilled with fear 
and anxiety. But the outside world kiuws 
now that the Boer has reached the end of 
his Indulgence. Now he has saddled his 
horse and has shouldered his gun. 

The latest news from Loudon Indicates 
that the British government Intends vo 
stretch the negotiations until the entire 
British army has been concentrated on 
the frontiers of the Hoer republics. There 
are already IL',000 English troops In South 
Africa, ond 10,000 are on their way. 

The time has come for Pretoria and 
Blciinfontelu to take decisive action. If 
no promise comes from Bondon that the 
sending of more troops wdll bo checked at 
once, war is Inevitable. 

It Ih not a paradox when I say here that 
Hhodes is the benefactor of the African 
nation which Is In course of organization. 
The self-conscious attitude of the South 
African Republic, the faithful promise of 
the Orange Free State' to rush to the help 
of the Transvaal In the hour of danger, the 
military dignity displayed by the Boers 
are all the Indirect results of Rhodes' bold 
Intrigues. 

Even if war can still be prevented, the 
future will show that the recent acute cri- 
sis came to good stead, especially to the 
Boer republics. Thanks to the aggressive 
policy of Mr. Chamberlain, the British 
prestige bus been considerably weakened 
not only In the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, but also In the Gape Colony^ 

The Injudicious action of the South Af- 
rican representatives of the gold mag- 
nates of London has estranged the greater 
part of the white population In tills part 
of the world from the British Imperial 
Idea. 

The widely advertised "Anglo-Saxon fair 
play" Is hopelessly bankrupt, ami the cir- 
cumstance that the loeal Imperialists who 
have cried so loudly against "those Igno- 
rant, stupid Boers" could accomplish noth- 
ing without the help of the hastily summon- 
ed Tommy Atkins has revealed the weak- 
ness of the Jingo party In South Africa. 

In 1881 the Orange Free State remained 
ncvtral In the war which resulted for the 
Transvaal nt the battle of Majuba, Now 
the Free Stale has openly espoused the 
cause of the South African Republic. 

The time Is not far oft when the Cape 
Colony, which Is now neutral, will rally- 
to the support of the lighters for independ- 
ence, anil a new South African confeder- 
ation may lie looked for In the near fu- 
tv.re. 

The British "paramount" powership over 
South Africa is nearing Its end.

11. A. Huntley and John Ashlield will ' j 
shortly start work driving a long tunnel 1 f 
to tap the lead on their claim, the Gold- 
smith, situated on Mauly's ranch, four 
miles east of the city. The values ob- 
tained thus far average $12 in gold and 
copper per ton. 

On the Winnipeg, in Wellington camp, 
sinking has been commenced on the ore 
Imdy uncovered by the railway graders.

In opening the meeting President 
Ward said the council should moot often- 
er, yesterday'.- meeting being the first in 
several weeks. Since they bad last met 
several questions bad been dealt with. 
A commit tee had taken up alio subject 
of advertising tho city and bad already 
outlined a scheme, which would be dis- 
cussed at n genera 1 meeting of citizens, 
next Wednesday evening. Letters had 
been written In the presidents of the 
Northern I'noilie ami (treat Northern 
railways in res|>ect to an Improvement 
of the steamboat service to the Sound 
and the answers received showed that 
both companies were alive in the import- 
ance of the question. The Great North- 
ern replied I hut they would oo-operato 
with any company putting a steamer on 
the route. The question asked the two 
companies was whether they would sup- 
port a steamer put on by a Victoria com- 
pany. President "Ward pointed out that 
Sir. C. .1. V. Spratt and others contem- 
plated pulling a steamer on the run. 

.Mr. Ward ajso referred to the neces- 
sity of Improving the inner harbor.

Japan, China and Korea May Forestall 
Completion of the Siberian 
Railway. 

San Francisco, Nov. C— The Associat 
ed Press correspondent at Yokohama 
sends the following per steamer Doric, 
nnder date of October 21: 

"Judging from the tone of the native 
press in comment on the Masampho af 
fair, it would not be at all difficult just 
now to arouse against Russia the latent 
war spirit which has been gathering 
force and depth ever since the retraces 
sion of the Taru Ton peninsula. Eve 
since that stage of the rapid progress of 
her naval armament programme, the con- 
sciousness of her growing strength i> 
effecting the nation, while at the same 
time the conviction tli.tt with the com- 
pletion of the Siberian railway the hour 
for successful revenge will have passed, 
makes Japan morbidly sensitive to news 
of any fresh encroachment of the Rus- 
sians, especially in Korea. 

'• Little doubt now exists that some 
sort of an understanding has been ar- 
rived al between Japan, China and 
Korea. This is indicated by the extra 
of the latter gove- 
rnment to Russia's demand for the 
Masampho site, a demand which was 
I'lmost an ultimatum, and which simply 
referred tho applicant to the Japanese 
for whatever arrangements wore do 
sired."
